Capt. George H. McKinney died at 
Stanford Sunday night, after a con- 
tinued illness. He was in his 81st 
year and liad resided in Lincoln all his 
life. Captain McKinney was a man 
outspoken in his beliefs and stood 
nobly for whatever he believed to be 
right, lie never shirked a duty and 
always stood ready to aid and assist a 
friend. A large concourse of friends 
attended his funeral, which was held 
at the residence of his son, A. A. Mc- 
Kinney, in Stanford Tuesday. The 
following account of his illness and 
death is taken from the Stanford 
Journal: 

Capt. Geo. H. McKinney was born 
in this county Jan. 31 1818. With the 
exception of the time he served in the 
civil war all his busy life was spent 
here, where he made and maintained 
a reputatian for sterling honesty and 
uprightness. He was instrumental in 
raising a company for the Mexican 
war, but bring elected about that time 
to the Legislature, he was prevailed on 
to stay at home by his brother-in-law 
James Paxton, who wished to go in 
his stead.

Some High Wheat Prices. 

Wheat at $2 a bushel seems remark- 
able in view of the partial statement 
made a year ago, that" dollar wheat 
would never again be realized in this 
country. But even this high figure 
does not represent some of the war 
prices that have prevailed in the past. 
In August of 1812— wheat reached the 
remarkable price of $6.60 a bushel the 
highest on record. This was due to 
the failure of the English crops, and 
the prohibitive tariff on cereals at 
that date. Fluctuations in the prices 
of wheat were violent in those days 

fore crop statisticians had develop- 
ed their science of fore-casting the fu- 
ture. 

In August of 1810, wheat sold in En 
gland at 93.60 per bushel, and the fol- 
lowing June fell to $2.69, then it ad 
vanced to $5.60 per bushel in August 
of 1812, and dropped to $2.30 in 1813. 
In 1866 we had a period of violent 
fluctuations in wheat prices, — early in 
the year cash wheat sold in Chicago at 
77 i a bushel; but in November it was 
selling at $2.03 a bushel. Following 
this came the celebrated corner in 
wheat, which forced the price up to 
$2.85 a bushel May 1st. This is the 
highest level reached in this country 
in modern times. Several high levels 
have been reached by wheat since 
then, but they were caused chiefly by 
speculators, who cornered the market 
and gave an artificial value to the ce- 
real. 

In August 1872 wheat sold in Chica 
go at $1.61, and by November it was 
down to $1.01. In 1887 an attempt 
was made to corner the wheat market 
and when cash wheat was selling at 
80c it was freely predicted that $2 
wheat would be reached Inside of 
three months; but the syndicate of 
speculators had not made good calcu 
lations. The stocks were much larg 
er in the country than they anticipa- 
ted, and wheat pushed in from every 
quarter. On June 15th the corner 
collapsed, and in three hours wheat 
dropped from 92* to 7Uca bushel. In 
1888 speculators cornered the market 



In the Fiscal Court last week the 
magistrates presented the following 
order and wanted it passed. The judge 
refused to recognize it and ordered 
the clerk to not record it. We under- 
stand the magistrates say they will 
proceed regardless of the judges ob- 
jections, 'though no steps have yet 
been taken. The judge says the whole 
thing is contrary to law and he does 
not proprose to have anything to do 
with any such order. Here is the or- 
der in full: 

PTJBLIC ROADS. 

Be it, and it is hereby ordered, that 
the following shall be the management 
of the Public Roads in and for Gar- 
rard county, for the year 18i>9: 

The pikes of said county acquired 
therein and therefore shall be divided 
into four equal districts, the same and 
equal number of miles to compose each 
district. 

Said district shall be placed under 
the absolute control and supervision 
of the magistrates or justices of the 
Peace in and for said county, each 
magistrate to have the district near- 
est to him, and when in the radius, 
said magistrate can be called in the 
shortest period of time, or as near to 
as practicable. 

Said magistrates shall make con- 
tracts and employ labor for the re- 
paration and mantenance of said roads 
in their several districts, and when 
bills thereunder are approved by said 
magistrate or magistrates herein, a 
warrant shall be given on the County 
surer by the magistrate so ap- 
proving, and shall be paid by said 
treasurer out of the funds allowed, 
and set aside for the maintenance of 
Public Roads in Garrard county. 

Said magistrates shall meet from 
time to time before any contract or 
any employment of labor is entered in- 
to or money paid for same, and shall 
determine out of road fund that por- 
tion which shall be 
in each district: 

that the expenditure on and for same, 
shall not in any case exceed the 
amount so allotted and set aside, nor 
shall the whole amount exceed that 
portion allotted and set aside for the 
Public Roads in 
tv. 

Said magistrates shall report their 
acts, contracts entered into, labor em- 
ployed and money expended, together 
with reports of condition of roads in 
their several districts, to the Court of 
Claims and the Judge and Attorney 
thereof twice a year at its regular 
terms (April and Octobei), and said 
magistrates shall have the sum of two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) each, as a 
compensation for the management 
herein, to be paid by the County Trea 
surer out of the Public Road fund, and 
no committee fee shall be charged by 
or paid to said magistrate for work 
which this compensation is for, and, 
they and each one shall be responsible 
upon their or his official bonds or bond 
for the faithful 
ties herein. 

This order to take effect at the time 
and after its passage and approval. 

Section 1844, Ky. Statutes, says: No 
member of the fiscal court shall be 
interested, directly or indirectly, or be 
concerned in any contract for work to 
be done or mete rial to be furnished for 
t le county, or any distric t thereof , nor 
purchase or be interested in any claim 
against the county or state* Any 
member of the fiscal court who shall 
violate the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not less 
than five hundred dollars nor more 
than five thousand dollars for each of-
